Iftow They nre Made to Serve as Prisonr— 


The Modern Lottre De Cachet, 


The lettre de cachet was one of the in- 
stitutions of Bourbon tyranny which aided 
in bringing French revolution, 
Thanks to a slip of paper to which the king's 
was attached, any man, no matter 
ent of crime, could be gnatched 
from friends and family and consigned to a 
hopeless dungoon in one of the prisons of 
the Thore was no appeal for him 
anid no redress. He was arrested’ at the 
ploasure of the King, and could addy be re: 
lensed at his ploasure. Men who had been 
suilty of no wrong were thus made tho viec- 
tims of spite and enmity or of self interest, 
and no man’s liberty was safe 

In his ‘* Tale of Two Cities,” Charles 
Dickens shows the operation of this infam 
ous tyranny, and Barricre made it the 
backbone of his once famous play, ‘t The 
Dead Heart.” By Carlyle the lettre de 
cachet was truthfully described as a slung- 
shotin the hands ofa foot-pad who never 
showed his face.

The French revolution swept the lettre 
dg cachet out of existence in the last Em- 
pire of the Bourbons, Some years later all 
England was horrified to find that the very 
practice it had condemned with such detes- 
tation while it was in use across the channel 
was in active existence in the right, tight 
little island itself, only in England it was 
not the King who signed the lettre de 
cachet, but the doctors, At the will of any 
unprincipled physician, ready to sell himself 
for money or position, a sane man could be 
declared a madman,and condemned to a Jiy 
ing death in a private lunatic asylum. 

The law orkid very simply. If there 
latives of a rich man coveted his estate, or 
if anyone had a relative whose existence or 
freedom was obnoxious, they had only to 
swear ho was mad, obtain the attestation 
of a couple of doctors to his eccentricity, 
and ho could be carried off and. locked up, 
to remain so long as the annual cost of his 
maintenance was paid by those interested 
in keeping him confined. 

Incredible asit may seem in a country 
governed with such vigorous respect for the 
law, this detestable outrage upon the com- 
monost rights of man was continued for 
many years, and only terminated by tho 
most terrific battle in the courts. In 
Charles Reade’s ‘Hard Cash,’ and Warren's 
‘Ton Thousand a Year,’ it was shown with 
all the graphic power of the novelist how 
easy it was for a man to lose his liberty in 
free England, and how difficult to regain it. 

This infamy of the private mad houses 
seems to have been transferred from Eng- 
land to America. If recent revolations in 
our courts go for anything, it is quite as 
easy for the mad doctor to do his fell work 
here now as it used to be for himin England 
30 years ago. ‘The boasted land of liberty 
enjoys the lettre de cachet as completely as 
the favorites of tlle King used to enjoy it 
in the happy days when Madam Dubarry 
ruled France with the crooking of her fin- 
ger and the lifting of her painted eycbrow. 

‘Thore are in this country,’ said a prom- 
inent physician to a Dispatch reporter, 
‘over 100 private asylums for the care of 
the insane. These asylums are run upon 
the plan of prigons, and are nothing more. 
They have organized and drilled armies of 
keepers, who go armed and ready for the 
fray. They lave barred windows and iron 
doors, their lodging rooms are cells, and 
they are surrounded by grounds with high 
walls, watched over by sayage dogs, and 
little less savage warders armed to the 
teeth. Over this community tho resident 
physician presides like the governor of. a 
prison—an autocrat against whose Jaw 
thore is no appeal, 

* Once incarcerated in one of these shame- 
ful institutions, the victim is lost to the 
world. Nominally they might write to 
their relatives, but really they could not, 
for the mad doctor had control of the mails 
and read every letter that was sent out or 
in, destroying or delivering them at his 
discretion. Nominally they could receive 
visitors, but in fact they could receive only 
those the mad doctor chose to admit. They 
were, in short, as absolutely jailed as any 
murderer committed for life to the gloomy 
cells of Clinton prison, 

*To these places of torment and despair 
any man or woman in the land may be con- 
signed, All that is required is the testi- 
mony of a couple of medical experts and 
the indorsement of a judge. Now let ua 
look at the details of the process. You are 
a rich man, we will assume, and havea wild 
son ; he is a burden and an expense to you, 
and you wish to be ridof him, All you 
need prove is that he is crazy, and to do so 
you get medical testimony to his eccantrici- 
ty, and your workis done. Any judge will 
sign the commitment, and he is carted off 
to an asylum, where you pay for his main- 
tenance till he dies. In the same way the 
children of a rich father may get rid of their 
parent and grasp his cByatsd tortie. When 
you consider how common docentricity 18 
among us, you will understand how easy it 
| is to make a man out a lunatic according to 
law. 

‘Those victims of an outrageous law 
have no defence. It is impossible for them 
to escape the asylum, because thoy may be 
committed and kidnapped without thoir 
knowledge. Once in, they may get out if 
| thoy can, In ordor to do so they must 

communicate withthe outer world; buttodo 
this ia almost impossible. Occasionally 
they contr ve it. But for every one who 
does so scores remain, abandoned to hope 
lessness and despair. Tho vigilance of 
their keepers is well paid and unrelaxing 
To bribe them is impossible 
their keen supervision almost equally so. 
| 'Lhere are in our private asylums to-day 
hundreds of prisoners Who should not be 
imprisoned at all, Yet thoy are thore and 
are likely to remain there, unless a change 
in the law or a revolution dolivora thom.’

Fronoh Criticism of the Gay Capital 
Facts and Figures, 


Some 


Not long ago many visitors to Paria re- 


turned home full of enthusiasm for that 
eautiful city, and anxious to know why 
Loridon and New York and Philadelphia 
and other groat towns could not be made 


like the French ¢ ipital, says the Philade!- 
plia Ledger, Now the French themselves 
the municipal administration 
of Paris, and from the account riven of it 
ina recent number of the leading review 
our people can get some useful hitits. With 
\ population approachiug 2,500,000, loss 
than a third are natives of the city, for it is 
a central point for skilled workinen andmen 
of all pursuits from far and hear. It 
about 80,000 hoses, withover 1,000,000 
separate apirbmonts, of which two-thirds 
are used as dwo)linga and one third for bus- 
iness;and the former throe,fourths rent for 
less than $100 a year, housing 1,000,000 of 
its working population. While London has 
more than 300 building associations, with 
oyer 100,000 members, Paris owes its now 
houses mainly to large speculative corpora- 
tions, which look more to their own profit, 
eked out by long terms of exemption from 
taxation, than to the health or comfort of 
the workingmen. Even the important 
matter of public conveyances is loft to great 
companies, and with their 9,000 cabs, and 
1,200 omnibuses and horse-cars,and 15,000 
private carriages there is still complaint of 
a want of cheap and convenient means of 
transportation of the growing suburbs. 
The great omnibus company, in return for 
an oxclusive privilege lasting until 1912, 
and at prices fixed by law, pays to the city 
$500,000 annually. The gas and water 
companies are also private corporations, 
with long terms of exclusive right to sup- 
ply the city, and they pay over $5,000 
annually into the city treasury. Water is 
scarce and gas is dear as compared with 
suyply and prices in other European capi- 
tals, but in spite of suits brought by the 
city the companies hold to the letter of 
their contracts, and refuse to meet the 
growing demand for a concession in the 
interest of the consumer, Paria has a 
police force counting over 11,000 men in 
its service, and the aunual arrests made 
average 40,000, of which number 20,000 
are old offonders and/3,000 are strangers. 
The ;firemen number 1,700 men, costing 
$400,000 a year. Over 400,000 persons 
receive assistance at a cost of nearly $7,- 
000,000, and’ 125,000 poor are registered 
as entitled to alms, while 22,000 beds in 
the hospitals supply care for the sick and 
wounded. There are charity ‘‘ homes’ for 
old men and women, with room for 9,000 
inmates, while for children over $1,000,000 
was spent in fighting the dreadful imortal- 
ity that cuts off'the future population in 
infancy. Oyer $5,000,000 was spent in 
1882 on education for 170,000 children in 
the Public Schools, while 70,000 were in 
private schools, supported by subscriptions 
and taught mostly by clergymen and mem- 
bers of the different religious orders. The 
income and expenditures of the city of 
Paris in 1883 were over $50,000,000, and 
of its receipts nearly $30,000,000 were pro- 
duced by a tax called the ‘* octroi’’—the 
“‘king’s eighth ”’—leyied at the gates of 
Paris on all provisions that enter the city, 
thus adding to the cost of living. The 
largest item of expenditure was the inter- 
est on the municipal debt, and as that 
grows faster than the taxable yalue of pro- 
perty, now put at $40,000,000, and the in- 
direct sources of income, the “ octroi,”’and 
the percentages of profits paid by the gas, 
water, and transportation monopolies, the 
future, with its growing needs for sewer- 
age and drainage and the other recognized 
demands of better methods of making and 
keeping Paris healthy, is a matter of ear- 
nest discussion. Much attention is paid to 
the numerous reforms» proposed in this 
county and’ elsewhere for a change in ex-

Phe Scott Act and Barley, ete 

i Editor of the Trt 

DeAu Sin,—'rom wavy quarters in the Town 
ahi» of Thurlow 1 have heard the quoation, 

Should the Seott Act be adoptod what will the 
fariner do with his grain snd there sceme to 
be a feoling of anxiety about the influence of 
volive tomperance reform upon the prices of the 
productions of the farm, which would seem after 
sndid inquiry altogether unnecessary and very 
mislead np 

The farmers of this Township (and I think I 
know the majority of them after two years’ labor 
mony theif) are, ns a class, industrious, honest, 


inoral men, and nearl all of thom diligent ad 
horents of some branch of the Protestant Church 
sul very many of them are mombers 

No grument [believe can appeal to the con 
welt of such men as these Thurlow husband 
with greater force than that no man can 
justly murder, rob of home, deprive of parental 
divestof parential protection, or of 
filial contidence or of comfort, or lead away from 
the highest issue of life any man, woman or 
child. And IT would not [eave this unstated, 
because itis the great argument beaming out of 
national, civil, domestic and individual 
Bible, in proof of which perhaps there is no por 
tion of it in which the teaching is associated 
with a case so analagous as in the reference to 
the use of meat offered to idols in Paul's Last 
opistle to the Corinthians, 8th chapter, especial 
ly from the 0th verse to the 13th verse inclusive. 
Add to this Romans xix, 21 

sut supposing the question of Sabbath obser 

vance were before the people, and the majority 
of ballota marked O, or D. would decide whether 
the Lord’s Day would be observed or desecrated 
among us in this County, and a Sabbath dese 

crationiat adéeostsa one of the must extensive 
barley-raisers in Thurlow and says, “Sir, this 
Sabbath day observance is no doubt consistent 
with God's law and promotes the comfort, longe 

vity, morality, domestic harmony and religious 
activity of the people; but if you will mark 
your ballot D. 1 will guarantes to keep more 
workmen and all about and transact yeneral 
grain dealers’ business fifty-two more days in 
the year, and as a result give you one cent more 
per bushel for your barley,."” Who would dare, 
alone in a ballot-room, to signa D,, the first of 
which act might, phenix-like, reappear to ini- 
tial the final sentence for such, pronounced by 
the Highest, damned. 

Then Jet one of these noble Thurlow husband 
men—these vertebrwe of the backbone of com- 
merce among us—place at his left hand in imag- 
ination 5,000—no, 500,000—no, 500,000,000 per 2 
ela of barley, and to his right hand his son, who 
calls him by that hoaven-honored naine Father ; 
who has his surname, to bear it as long as he 
lives, to adorn it as the sun adorns the clouds, 
and to bless it with a stay on earth ended with 
God's ‘‘ blessed,” or to place over the ‘‘ windows 
of the soul” that bears it the blagk-cap of the 
scaffold ; and which wall he choose—the weal of 
his son, or the woe, from his barley? Let him 
imagine he places his millions of bushels of bar. 
ley at his left again, and at his right one who 
shares his brother's privilege of addressing in the 
use of the same title he and his wife teaches 
them both to address the Almighty Father— 
who, though she may not bear his surname 
through life, yot surely should bear the assurance 
of his fatherly affection ; let him think of her as 
forsaken, broken hearted, despairing (I cannot 
stay here to sum up the columus of misery pos- 
sible even to these inen’s children, for mighty 
men and noble women have yielded to this se- 
ducer) ; and let him ask himself * iny daughter's 
comfort, happiness, honor, influence, highest 
yood, or the pile at,the left ; which will I sacri- 
fice?’ And let nesay respectfully to the Thur- 
low farmer: Knowing as you do how easily men 
and women are led into drinking habits, as sure 
as this Scott Act campaign proceeds, you have 
in an extraordinary degree the privilege of so 
choosiug concerning your children. Would you 
vote to-day for cautious actiun on the part of the 
authorities for the prevention of the spread of 
small-pox ? Which really has in it the most evil, 
intemperance or small-pox’? Which would likel 
éffoct the greatest spiritual disaster for yourself, 
your wife and children? 

But aside from these lines of consideration, 
why should the Scott Act adoption make the 
prices of grain less? Do not the Distillers and 
Brewers now feed your grain i lotem (minus the 
ingredients extracted for the manufactuer of the 
intoxicants) to cattle, hogs &e. ; and do they not 
make large profits from this fattening business ? 
Will not this beef, pork &c., &c., be needed as 
before, but in greater quantities ? An increase 
of population will Saray call for an increase of 
ineat and an increase of meat for an increase of 
grain for fattening purposes, and an increase of 
grain needed would as much lead to raise the 
price under Scott Act industry (and more) than 
under the present system, supposing the North 
West does produce large additions of grain, I 
know of already one farmer in Huntingdon, one 
in Thurlow and one in Sidney, each of whom 
under the present “‘ liceuse system” is feeding 
the greater part, or all of his barley, to 
stalled-cattle and hogs. The Sidney faimer, 
who 18 one of the most extensive farmers 
in the Township or County, told me last 
week that he was feeding about 100 bus. per 
week and that he fed nearly 1000 bus. last 
year and reahzed more than if he had. sold his 
barley. The Huntingdon farmer has a large 
herd and the Thurlow tarmer 20 odd cattle fut- 
ting, and these farmers have the manure for 
fertilizing their farms, which is an item with 
them. Further, should the old habits of having 
drinks (refreshing or otherwise) between meals 
and of treating to them, continue, will not this 
prevathog manly temperance principle(not wave) 
develop for itself commodious supplies of unfer- 
mented extracts of fruit, milk, fluid. beef, &c. ? 
At one of the great fairs in England this year 
muk was sold extensively on the ground—a herd 
of cows being kept near by the supplies. Im- 
mense numbers of bottles of ‘* Johnson's Fluid 
Beef” were sold last winter in booths at Mont- 
real during the carnival, and already it is on the 
bill of fare in restaurants, &c., usually to be rel- 
ished. May we not also expect a preparation of 
“inaltine’? Surely we have more than an omen 
that soon the demand for grain will have a cause 
for increase among us and the people of this 
County and its belle ville, will instead of drinking 
that which injures superlatively, be growing in 
physical, intellectual force by the use of theso 
tood-boverages, 

But, viewing it from the opposite standpoint, 
if we wish we may retain the curse, while 
Maine, Kansas and Iowa leaven all the othe: 
States of the Union, even California and New 
York, and lock arms with more than half awake 
Great Britain on the subject, and we may find 
the prices of grain considerably lower by the 
time they get to some other countries’ ports, 

It seems to me, omitting the fact that as so 
ciety improves industry increases, as industry 
increases business becomes more brisk, as busi 
enlivens prices rise, that the demand for 
barley aa other grains will be greater when we 
shallhave adepted the ‘Scott Act;” and we 
shall feed the cattle and hogs &e,, the pure 
grain instead of appropriating to many the 
produced poison and the remainder to the beast, 

I thank you, Mr, Editor, for this space in 
which to merely touch this subject in its bear- 
ing upon men whom I have learned wo truly to 
respect.

The changes in Hnyglish Cheeso- 
Making,” in which it says that Bnglisli 
cheese is not so good as it was years ago, 
and admits that American cheese is cer- 
tainly much better than it was twenty 
years ago, adding : ‘‘ And it therefore fol- 
lows that ours suffer more in comparison 
with itnow than it did at that period.” 
The editor further says ; ** Itis the opin- 
jon of many people that English cheese 
nowadays 1s not so good as it was ‘in the 
olden’ times—say a century ago. In any 
case we may allow that’ if Buglish cheeso 
has not ac tually gone Worse it has xelative: 
lydone so, W hab is called ‘* hij gh farming,” 
whether it consists of feeding the land with 
artificial manures or the animals with arti- 
ficial foods, has, without doubt, changed 
the cliaracter of the herbage on which the 
cows are chiofly fed in the period during | 
Which milk is most plentiful, and this, i | 
its turn, has changed the character of the 
choese. What this change of charactor in 
tho milk consists of is not yet made clear, 
but that it has taken place isa fact woll 
known. to our oldest cheeso makers, 16 was

The liquor must be free from adul- 
teration; the liquor dealer must rest frow his 
engrossing business six hours of the day and inust 
not sell on Sundays ; he must not sell to mmora 
or to persons jntoxidated ; he cannot sell where 
his neighbors object, or within 400 fect of a 
school house. These are the slight restrictions 
on thik traffic, but even these ure practically 
denied us, In 238 towns and ities prohibition 
is the law, and from these places, those craving 
drink are driven to our cities where only restric- 
tion isthe order. Let us, then, at least ipaist 
that thisrestriction eball be enforced, But is 
it? Let us ask these questions of our police 
coniinicsiopers foran answer. What pains are 
taken to seo that no adulteration otcurs? [low 
does’ it happén that while 18,000 arrests 
are yearly inadefor drunkenness, only 161 
artests of liquor Cealers are made? Why is 
the dealer suffered to set up a scroen, that he 
may sell to buys and girls without detection? 
Why are hundreds of liquor shops allowed to 
exist without a license? How did it happen that 
John L. Sullivan obtained a liconse in the face 
ofthe opposition of his neighbors? What public 
ood is accomplished in granting licenses to 
dealers convicted of disrogerding the same in 
other towns. These questions concern tho laws 
which you and I have made and deserve an 
answer. What shall we do to battle against this 
evil? Let us see to it that the Law and Order 
League is provided with mouey tor its noble 
work, Lot us put our civil service principles in 
to this direction and soe tu it that the law is a 
terror and not a shield to wrong-doers. If tho 
liquor traffic must go on let there be less of it. 
Though we cannot expect to drive all vico from 
coun we expect to lesson and restrict this 
evil.

Neither abuso of the Hon. Mr. Bowell, 
nor eulogy of Mr, Coe, is any answor to 
the charge that the Mowat Govorninent 
has granted to the latter an immense quan- 
tity of yaluablo land for which the province 
has not received An cquivalont. No charge 
is mado against My. Coe. He cannot be 
blamed, porhaps, for living up to the prin- 
ciples of his party in the aqceptance of a 
solatium for his defeat at the general clec- 
tions. Has leaders have been very liboral 
with him, at the country’s expense, and 
while no fault may be found with him for 
accepting their bounty, the country will 
hold them responsible for their share in 
the transaction, The statement is made 
that the Mail is secking to ‘‘ raise a huoe- 
and-cry with the object of arousing a pre- 
judice against Mr. Coc among people who 
are largely indebted to his entorprise for 
their bread and butter.” The absurdity 
of such an assertion is ovident from the 
fact that the matter was first brought be- 
fore the publio through lettors from scttlers 
in North Hastings. It isnot to bo won- 
dored at that they felt indignant at seeing 
sottloment rotarded by a wholesale grant 
to a friend of the Government. They were 
justly provoked, too, at finding that while 
they were obliged to pay $1 per acre fer 
their Jand, without the timbor, this gentle- 
man paid only an average price of 75 cents 
or Jess for his land, tinibor and all, 

We have already shown that the reasons 
given by Mr. Pardee for making the sale 
were not genuine. It was alleged by him 
that the lands were of littlo or no yalue 
from an agricultural point of view. There 
is the best of evidence—that of the settlers 
themselvyes—to the contrary. He further 
urged that his policy was calculated to on- 
courage the manufacture of iron in this pro- 
vince and to discourage the exportation of 
ore to the United States. Scarcoly was the 
session over before the local papers announc- 
ed that the company intended shipping last 
summer over 100,000 tons of ore from one 
mine alone, and now a like announcement 
is made as to next season’s operations. 
The whole transaction has a suspicious 
look on the face of it, but when it is found 
that the arguments advanced to support it 
are untrue, there can no longer any 
doubt that it is indofensible.

said in regard to Moses, ‘‘No man knoweth of 
his sepulchre to thix day,” [ think the Yosemite 
Vall+y is ita sarcophagns, with E] Capitan for 
the headstone and Cathedral Rock for the foot 
stone, 

Millions of foreign population are yet to cross 
the sea, for America will soon enough fill'all the 


trun 


area between Atlantic and Pacific beaches. But 
in the words of my text, now doclare “another 
door towards the south—on the south three 


gates.” When I say south I do not mean the 
Southern States of ourown Amorican Union, 
but I mean the magnificent infinity of opportun- 
ity beyond—Portuguese America and the fifteen 
Spanish-American republics, andjtho islands of 
the South Pacific. Through that door will come 
the complete and glorious relief for all this over- 
supply, It will come within ten years, within 
five, within three. 

On the 16th of next month, at the New Or. 
leans Exposition, that door will begin to swing 
open, and if the government of the United 
States fully appreciates the opportunity,and the 
people of this country will help, tho highest 
water inark that the wave of our national pros- 
perity has ever reached will be one hundred feet 
under what shall speedily be the full tide of 
commercial, agricultural, manufacturing, literary 
and moral success, In tho name of God I pro- 
claim revolution, not by sword or dynamite or 
n roglycerine or giant powder, but by plough 
and saw and yardstick and factory bauk and new 
lines of steamers, and whole nations rising up to 
greet our nation in commercial amity. 

Our people for the most part ait in appalling 
ignorance of an opportunity such as was never 
spread out before any nation since the morning 
stars sang together. ‘‘On the south three gates’ 
—nye, three thousand gates, and all of them 
Wide open. I haye had facts put before me 
enough to keep a man awake nights because of 
their thrilling significance, and statistics so load. 
ed that they moye with tho splendor and power 
of the Iron Duke's army at Waterloo—Scots 
Greys, and the Life Guards, and Pack’s Infant- 
ry, and battalions of Ponsonby, and Rylands, 
and the Dutch Belgians, while the Highlanders 
lay their bagpipes. Ay, ay, it will be a blood- 
lead Waterloo which will decide the commercial 
destiny of North and South America, The sim- 
ple fact is, that the vast realm of population in 
the tropics are buying from transatlantic na- 
fous ‘almost everything, and from us almost 
nothing; aud the tide ought to turn, and the 
tide will turn, and I preach this sermon to help 
turn it, 

Your ears will tingle with the intensity of this 
recital: In 1880 five billion three hundred and 
sixty-nine million dollars’ worth of goods mann- 
factured in the United States, and only two per 
cent. taken by foreign markets! Is it nota 
marvel that Ainerica’s manufactures are not as 
dead as the proverbial door nail? My only won- 
der is that nine-tenths of the manufacturers 
have not gone into bankruptcy, and ninety-nine 
one hundredths of the factory hands have not 
gone into starvation or the almshouse: and it 
will be worse if the battle is to go on between 
Lowell spindles here and Manchester spindles 
there, between foreign merchants who want tar- 
iffs down and American merchants who want 
tariffsup, There is no relief for usin the mar 
| kets of fnropo, and there will be none until 


‘Moons shall wax and wane no nore,” 


Another door toward the south—‘ton the 
south three gates.” This nation to-day is like a 
silly dry goods merehant who stands behind the 
counter haggling with a small customer about 
three yards of tape, when there are at the 
counter, impatiently waiting, three princesses 
Wishing to purchase their bridal trousseau ! 
May God arouse this nation from its commer. 
cial idiocy ! 

On the south of us are regions nearly three 
times os lange os the United States without 
manufactories, Without Woollen goods«, without 
agricultural implements, without televraphs, 
without telephones, without shoos, without sew 
ing machines, without ton thousand things that 
we have and they niust have, Not tens of thou- 
sands, but millions of customers. Where shall 
they got their supplies : They are getting them 
from another hemisphere three thousand miles 
away, and weat their next door are buried un- 
der a burplus of those very things. They are 
able to trade with us for their sugars, and coffoes 
and spices, and fruits. and valuable woods, and 
a thousand other coumoditics we need as much 
ne they need our products, But look, and then 
hang your heads at the statement, that while our 
next-door neighbors, the southern republics, and 
Brazil and neighboring colonies, import Aix bun 
dred and seventy-five million dollars’ worth of 
goods a-year, only one bundred and twenty

So there will be fewer people spoiled by for 
eign travel, and in our midst there will he less 
poor and nauseating imitation of the French 
shrug and the intentional hesitan y ofa brain 
less foreign swoll. Tho fact is, that thore are 
inore people made fools of by Muropean travel 
than in any other way. And though sensible 
whon they embark, they return with a collar, 
and a cravat, and a shoe, and a coat, and a pro 
punciation, anda contempt for American in 
stitutions, aud a bond of the elbow that makes 
one believe in evolution backward from man to 
ape! Of the thirty thousand Americana who 
now cross the sea annually, thousands will, on 
pleasure and business, visit the tropics, and so 
tourists and merchants and xcientists and 
capitalists will all help in this national develop: 
ment. 

I wish that somehow our next Congress might 
take the one hundred million dollars of surplus 
in the United States Treasury which the Re- 
publicans neglected to steal and before the De- 
mocrts get a chance to steal it, and in some 
way expend it in establishing new lines of ship- 
ping between the ports of North and South 
America, and in dredging their harbors, and in 
building telegraph lines, and in the quickening 
of the glorious consummation which is sure to 
come I want it to come very soon, I want it 
to come before there is any inore suffering. I 
want it to come before there is any more sor- 
row. Goon, gentlemen, discussing your high 
tariff, and low tariff, and horizontal tariff, aud 
no tariff at all until the questions are as stale 
and malodorous as the mossbunkers which tho 
Long Island fishermen throw on the fields to 
enrich the farms, But meanwhile God is going 
to appear for the rescue of the multitudes of 
hard-working men and women of this country 
who have been hungry and cold long enough.

Wanted, all the clocks you can make at New 
Haven, and all the shoes you can imanufactore 
at Natick, and all the brains you can spare froin 
Boston, and all the bells you can mould at 
Troy, and all the McCormick reapers you can 
fashion at Chicago, and all the hains you can 
turn out at Cincinnati, and all the railroad iron 
you can send from Boonton and Pittabury.

Children in the Studio, 

A great many little children come to my stu 
dio to have their portraits painted. If they aro 
old enough to talk and ask quostions, they wish 
to look at my easel and at my palette, The 
easel is a sort of standing frame, which has a 
movable shelf to hold the canvas on which the 
picture is painted, and a crank, by turning 
which you can raise or lower the shelf. 

Then the paiette is a thin mohogany board 
with a hole for the thumb, so that I inay hold it 
easily and a handful of brushes as well. On my 
palette I put fourteen colors, squeezing them 
out of little tin tubes, in which they are put up 
and sold to artists, 

When the palette is ready and the canvass on 
the easel, Tain ready tu begin. At first, perhaps 
during all the first sitting, I only play with the 
little child, or get his little brother or sister to 
play with him until I see some natural and 
pretty movement that is picturesque. I like 
best to paint two children together, because 
that seems to me the most natural way. So 
spon as I Lave seen a position that I like, I per- 
suade baby to sit in a little chair made fast on 
a table—a “‘throne” we painters call it—high 
envugh for me to see his face opposite mine, 
while I stand and walk backward often, to get 
the right view of baby and of the picture. I 
have to keep two things in mind; first, to paint 
the portrait ; secondly, how to amuse the baby. 
If he is very little, we generally make believe 
that Tam ahorse. I tie the reins around my 
waist and baby drives me. When I wish to see 
him laugh, I caper about like a very wild horse; 
sometimes Taman omnibus horse, and stop 
every ininute to take passengers, and whenever 
we stop I run to my canvas and try to put in a 
good touch. Sometimes, if baby will keep very 
still for two or three innutes, I reward him by 
being a saddle-horse, and take lum on iy back 
for a gallop around the studio. All this does 
not seem to leave much time to paint, and that 
is just the difficulty. If I made baby sit in his 
chair, tired and worried, he might Jook cross, 
and his Papa and Marama would find my _ por- 
trait ugly. They would say I had not ‘caught 
his sweet expression,” and other people would 
not ask me to paint their children. That would 
be very bad for me; therefore, be it very so 
difficult to romp and play and paint all at once, 
I have learned that with patience it can 
done.—Anna Lea Merritt, in the Christmas 
Nicholas.

The Crown Prince of Russia. 

Grand-duke Nicholas was born May 18, 1863, 
at Czarskoe Selo (Czar’s village), an imperial 
summer palace, fifteen miles south of St. Peters- 
burg. This spacious palace stands upon the 
Neva bank, over two hundred feet above the 
water, and is surrounded by extensive grounds 
80 perfectly kept that you can hardly find even 
a dead Paras the lawns. 

Crown princes have eo much to learn that 
they must begin early and lose no time. Until 
his ninth year the education of the young Grand- 
duke was superintended by Madame de Flotow, 
one of the ladies of honor who had followed the 
Princess Daginar from Denmark to Russia. In 
1577 the charge was given to Lientenant-General 
Danilovitch, who ia arranged the Prince’s 
hours of instruction in accordance with those of 
the military gymnasiums. His regular lessons 
aro from eight in the morning till three in the 
afternoon, but with such intermissions that they 
never exceed five hoursa day. His afternoons 
are spent in walks with the omperor, or in out- 
door sports,—riding, swimming, fishing, fencing, 
Sy mnaatios,—of all of which he is very fond ; 
and his evenings are devoted to preparing for 
next day's lessons, reading and ke eping a diary, 
He is an excellant scholar and linguist ; enters 
into hia studies with much spirit, and speaks 
Ate Russian, Danish, French, German, and 
English. The crown princes of England and 
Germany may study if they like at the uniyer- 
sities, but the heir of Russia must be educated 
by private tutors, 

Last May, upon his sixteenth birthday, the 
day on which the Prince became ot age, he re- 
newed his oath of adherence to the orthudox 
church, the ceremonies takiug place in the 
chapel of the Winter Palace at Nt. Pe teraburg, 
As heir to the Russian throne, he accompanied 
the Emperor and Empress to their recent meet 
with the sovereigns of Germany and Austria, 

In person the Prince is slight and delicately 
formed, with fair complexion and auburn hait ‘ 
and he usually wears a sailor costume, which 
suits Ina slender figure. He isa wember of the 
Preobrajensky  (‘Transfiguration) Guard, the 
famous regiment founded by Peter the Great ; 
and by birth he is Attaman (chief) of all the 
Cossacks of the empire. Itis his privilege to 
wear the untforin of any regiment he pleases

If one could read the signs,each day fore- 
tells the next ; to day is the progenerator 
of to-morrow. When the atmosphere is 
teloscopic and distant objects stand out 
unusually clear and distinct, a storm is 
near. We are on the crest of the wave and 
the depression follows quick. It sometimes 
happens that clouds aro not indicative 
of a storin as their total absence. Inv this 
state of the atmosphero the stars aro 
unusually numerous and bright at night, 
which is also a bad omen. Jt appears that 
the transparency of the air is prodigiously 
increased whon a certain quantity of wator 
is uniformly «liffused through it, Moun 
taincers prodict a change of weather when, 
tho air being calm, the Alps, covered with 
perpetual snow, seem on asudden to be 
nearer the observer, and their outlines are 
marked with great distinctness on the 
azure sky. This some condition of the 
atmosphere renders distincts sounds more 
audible. 

There is one redness of the cast in the 
morning that means storm ; another that 
indicates wind, The first is broad, deep 
and angry; the clouds look liko an immense 
bed of burning coals ; the socond is softer 
and more vapgry. At the point whore the 
sun ts going to rise, and in a few minutes 
in advanco of its coming, there rises 
straight upward a rosy column,like a shaft 
of dyed vapor, blending with and yet partly 
separated from the clouds, and the base of 
which presently comes to glow like the sun 
himself. The day that follows is pretty 
sure to be windy. 

lt is uncertain to what extent birds and 
animals can foretell the weather. When 
swallows are seen hawking very high, it is 
a good indication, because the insects upon 
which they feed vonture up there only in 
the most auspicious weather, 

People live in the country all their lives 
without making one accurate obseryatigu 
about nature. The good observer of 
nature holds his eye long and firmly to the 
point, and finally gets the facts, not only 
because he was patient, but because his 
eye is sharp and his inference swift. There 
are many assertions, the rosult of hasty 
and incoinplete observation, such as, for 
instance, that the way the inilky way 
points at night indicates the direction of 
the wind the noxt day; also, that overy

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Tempered Glass, 


While Having Defects May take a Place 
Among Valuable Inventions 

It is not very lonysince the discovery 
of M. Alfred de la Bastie filled all out 
newspapers with paragraphs, more or less 
ridiculous, about the properties of tho 
glass, says the Glassivare Reporter. Some 
claimed it was malleable, others that it could 
not. be broken. In fact, tempered glass 
was called upon tosupersede all other ma- 
terials. This excitement being over, tem- 
pered glass may now take its rank ainony 
valuable inventions, subject, however, to 
many defects in its present state. The pro- 
cess of .tempering glass, as is well known, 
consists in heating a’pieco of glass, say 4 
window pane, to such a degreo as to ap- 
proach malleability, bub not hot enough to 
lose its shapo ; the glass in this state is in- 
stantly plunged into a bath, composed of 
fatty and resinous matter which is heated 
and maintained liquid ata temperature 
ranging from 300 to 600 degrees, accord- 
ing to the quality of the glass. The differ- 
ence of temperature between its malleable 
stato, about 1,400 degrevs, and that of the 
bath constitutes the temper. Until the 
discovery of tempered glass by M. de la 
Bastie it had always bsen considered that, 
unless a lamp chimney or any other piece 
of glass was perfectly annealed, differences 
of temperature brought on suddenly would 
invariably causoa breakage. The Bastio 
glass would seom to prove this — yiew 
erroneous, as the tempored glass can sus- 
tain sudden and oxtreme changes of tem 
porature without breaking, Molten load 
has been poured into a glass bow} or tumbler 
without producing a fracture. <A piece of 
plate glass tempered by the Bastie process, 
haying been heated among coals, was sud 


denly plunged into cold water without 
wroducing any effect. This experiment re- 
veated five times in succession, did not seem 
to impair tho qualities of the glass, for 
on dropping it from a fifth story window 
it did not break, Itmay be said, how- 
ever, that if in the heating the temperature 
| should reach the point at which it would 
| be annealed, the temper would be destroy

The small-pox is still confined to the 
Lindsay fainily, the only family who had 
it, but one pationt—the daughter—has 
died. She was promptly buried on their 
own land. Tho boy Lindsay is better and 
abile to be about, but five other members 
of the family are ill withit, Their place, 
as I before stated, is six miles north froin 
here off the public road, and a constable is 
kept constantly on the watch to keep them 
on their own land. Yesterday word was 
sent down by the constable that Mrs. 
Dodge, living with her husband just bo- 
yond Lindsay's, Was atzacked with the dis- 
ease. The doctor was at ounce dispatched 
to look into the case and a quantity of 
poppies pent, so that they would bo isolat- 
ed, but it was a false alarm. The woman 
had had a bad headache but was well when 
the doctor got there, but as it transpired 
that Rogers had been in rather close juar- 
ters with the Lindsay's lately it was conclud- 
ed to keep them isolated for a time, Which 
they willingly agreed to. No other cases 
have occurred in this township. It has so 
far been confined entirely to this family 
and need not go beyorrt them if people 
only use due care, which there is no fear 
of their neglecting to do now. The doctor 
has had a busy time of it vaccinating the 
folks, and now we are beginning to hear 
people talk about sore arms. | hope the 
dread disease is now at its worst,

Theo villaye churches in the gouthwost 
counties, or cider countion ag they ave 
somelines called, aro particularly rich,

There are Jittle Welsh churches, built 
of stone, with slated roofs, so plain, so 
featureless, that itis dificult to be sure 
they are not baras, Thore arejothers,ayain, 
no larger, that arrest all passors:by with 
their plaintive beauty. Hore is Llanhedr 
church, of the dashing, darting Atro, It 
is full of delicacy and grace, , though con- 
sisting only of the usual nave and chaucel, 
with 4 sniall boll cot on the west end. <A 
generous givey, howoyer, recently added a 
sinall yestry and an open timbered porch. 
Like the rest, it stands ina churchyard, 
only the tombstones lie flat upon the carth, 
fringed with the grass that grows around 
thom, These memorials of departed Welsh 
Villagers aro made of slate und incised with 
Welsh inscriptions, giving the aames and 
the dates of the births and deaths in the 
usual way. Over the entrance to the church 
is a small slate tablet, inscribed with anad- 
monition, which is likewise in Welsh,to the 
effect that none should enter that privileg- 
ed sanctuary saye with good thoughts. We 
may venture to cross tho threshold, not- 
Withstanding, Within allis orderly.’There 
is an ancient open-timbored roof; an unus- 
ually picturosque chanéel-arch,formed with 
rough-hown, slab-formed stones; a contral 
pathway betiveon the two rows of sittings ; 
a stained-glass window onthe south side, 
anid a second stained-glass window at the 
east end, both masterpieces of color, steel 
pale and wan tints contrasting inconipar- 
ably with deep and rich tones; a few mural 
tablets, and a general air and tinge of refin- 
od and homely piety. In a word, theso vil- 
lage churches present a field ofinterost that 
is practically inexhaustible.—The Quiver for 
December.

So, too, with regards to clothing and 
boots and shoes, prices all round are quite 
as y to-day, owing to keen competition 
al ¢, a8 they were in 1874 or 1878, 
while the Canadian artisan profits by the 
more general manufacture of the goods in 
Canada. House rent is probably higher 
in the cities and towns,simply because they 
are growing. Beef and some: othor pro- 
visions may.also be dearer, but the mo- 
chanic does not lose much by what the 
farmer makes. Altogether, we venture to 
say that,taking the condition of tho Mont- 
real or Toronto or Hamilton mechanic at 
the moment of greatest depression last fall, 
he was as well off as regards work, earnings, 
and individual comfort as he ever was dur- 
ing Sir Richard's reign ; and that the aver- 
age of comfort since 1879 lias been higher 
than the average during any period of 
Canadian history since the abnormal pros- 
perity created hore by the American war.

Ling any of the rules of the Council. 

} After the motion in favor of Mr. Wilmot had 
| been pat and declared lost, no one dissenting, 
} the Colunty Clerk put the motion favorable to 
| the election, of De. Faulkner to the Warden's 
chair, and request d all the members jn favor of 

Dr. Faulkner tohold up their hands, which 
| they did, when the Clerk proceeded to count 
‘aloud all those in favor Of Dr. Faulkner's elec 

tion and counted fifteen, and paused a few wec 
onds to vee if any one dissented, when one of 
the meinbers said. ‘ You had better count them 
again. 

ati response thereto Dr, Bell, the County Clork, 
in his usual fairness imniediately called out, 
**Hold up your hands,” and again proceeded to 
count aloud and again counted 15. and declared 
the motion carried and aftor another short pause 
said, ‘I declare Dr. Faulkner duly elected War- 
den of the County of Hastings,” and requested 
hin to come forward and sign the declaration of 
office. The Dr, then went forward to sign the 
declaration of office, when the Reeve of Rawdon, 
I think, spoke and said one of the mewbers had 
not voted and a discussion arose in which the 
Redve of Tudor said he had not voted for either 
candidate; that on account of not being within 
the bar when the noninations were made hé was 
not certain he had a right to vote—if he had vot- 
ed he would have voted for Mr, Wilmot, but that 
if the vote was taken over again he would sup- 
port the decision of the chair that he believed 
the Dr. was duly elected. Previous to the Reeve 
ufTudor making his remarks or afterwards or 
both before and after, the yeas and nays were 
asked for,to which I contended according to the 
rules of the Council during the last ten years 
could not be had unless called for before the mo- 
tion had been declared carried, aud which ground 
taken by me was sustained by the Gounty Clerk 
although strongly opposed by Mr, Aylsworth, 
Reeve of Deaeronto. The Geary) Clerk, after 
due deliberation, said he would stand by his first 
decision and permitted the Dr, to xign the dec 
laration and take his seat as Warden of the Coun- 
ty of Hastings and proceed with the business of 
tho session. 

On the following morning, when the minutes 
of the proceeding day at the second day's ses- 
sion were read stating that Dr. Faulkner had 
been duly elected, and Dr, Faulkner, the War. 
dén, asked if the ininutes as read be confirmed, 
10 person present dissented and the minutes 
were confirmed accordingly. 

The fact of the yeas aud nays being refused 
by the County Clerk supported ‘by me, which I 
had just as perfect right to support as Mr, Ayht 
worth and others to support to the contrary, both 
Of us being anxious te secure the election of tlie 
candidate of our choice, and according to the 
rules of the Councilas practisedsince I have been 
a member my contention was right, which was 
tande by you a subject of attack on me, not on 
the County Clerk who had the authority of  de- 
ciding and who did decide, aud who was guilty 
of the wrong if any was done, not me, but that 
would not suit your purpose. He was. your 
father and a Conservative, therefore there was 
+ wivng done by me for conteuding for what I 
had ‘a perfect nght to dp, and sustained in be- 
ing fight in my contention, 

Now, sir, [contend if Mr. Wilmot believed 
he had been wronged in the election for War- 
den, he should have been in his place the .fol- 
lowing morning and objected the minutes of the 
preceding day being correct,and there and then 
stated his intentions of protesting the seat, but 
imatiad of so duing he attended during the 
greater part of the session, takiny an active part 
in the proceedings, accepting the Chairmanship 
of the Gravellod Roads and other positions on 
Committees, acknowledging Dr, Yaulkner as the 
duly elected Warden, untu within some two or 
three days before the statute of limitation of 
time would shut him out from protesting the 
Warden's seat, he served @ writ on the Dr. pro- 
testing bis right to the seat. 


The then Warden, after haying been served 
with a writ, in company with me went to Dr, 
Bell, the County Clark, and others who were 
present, to ascertain whether his claim to the 
seat was such as would staud a fair test in the 
courts, and procured declarations, t. ¢. affidavits 
from Dr. Beil, the County Clerk, his son who 
attends the sessions as mesasevger, J. R, Brower, 
reas, Tp. of Sidney, Rey. G. W. Johnson, local 
Methodist ininister, W. H. Davis, and EE. P, 
Lrintoell, that each and every one of them were 
present, and counted the vote iu favor of both 
of the candidates to the otfice for Warden, and 
that Dr, Faulkner-bad received fifteen’ votes. 

These declarations, with several others made 
by mombers of the Counci, declaring they be 
lieved Dr, Faulkner had received « majority of 
votes and therefore duly elected, were submitted 
to 5. B. Burdett, Fsq., and consultation had with 
John Bell, Q.C, and County Solicitor in respect 
thereof, who both expressed the opion that Dr, 
Vaulkner’s claim to the seat could not be taken 
from him, and advised the Doctor to defend bis 
position, which he decided to do. The trial was 
brought on before County Judge Lazier, and 
evidence given by fourteen of the members of the 
Council, viz. : Messrs, Aylaworth, ‘Tuttle, Hil- 
ton, Caskey, Thompson, McGregor, Bleecker, 
Wilmot, Bird, Rebinson, Morton, Clare, Walk 
er, and McGowan, respectively, that they had 
voted for Mr, Wilmot, and had not voted for 
Dr, Faulkner; but »o far as I have learned of 
the evidence, not one of them would venture or 
did venture to swear that Dr. Faulknor bad not 
received fifteen votes, while the evidence of Dr, 
Bell, the County Clerk, stated positively (for he 
not admit of any mistake in tho matter) af- 
ter haying counted the vote over the second time 
that Dr, Faulkner received fifteen votes and was 
therefore duly elected, and his evidence was cor 
roborated by Jno. KR. Brower, Treas. Tp. of Sid 
ney, Who alsoinformed mea few days ago he was 
positive as to the correctness of Dr. 
having too counted the it favorof Dr, 
Vaulkner over the second time, and made the 
nutober fifteen each time. Dr, Bell's evidence 
was also corroborated by Messra. G.S Johnson, 
Ki. P, Brintnell, and W, H. Davis, of Thurlow, 
all of whom were present and counted the votes 
given io favor of the candidates. In the 
tace of such evidence how cau any conscientious 
p reou inake the assertion you make, ‘that Dr.

With sweet applés, cooked in this 
condensed cidor, wsatice may be made that 
will be good for months, and it is, to most 
tastes, better than common apple sauce. 

Push the fattening hogs as rapidly as pos- 
sible while warm Weather lasts. Ono bushel 
of grain fed early ‘will make more pork 
than fiye pecks!will when severe. weather 
comes on. Young pigs dre especially  af- 
fected by the cold and it is difticult to mako 
the-pen warm enough for their profitable 
late feeding.

It.was their integrity that put Joseph in the 
pit, and Daniel in the den, and Shadrach in the 
fire, and sent Jolin the Evangelist ta dosolate 
Patmos, and Calvin to the castle of prosecution, 
and John Huss to the stake, and Korah after 
Moses, and Saul after Dayid, and Herod after 
Christ. Be sure if you have anything to do for 
church or state, and you attempt it with all 
your soul, lightning wlll strike you. The world 
always has had a crogs between two thieves for 
the one who comes to save it. High and holy 
enterprise has always been followed by abuse. 
The most sublime tragedy of relf-sacrifice has 
come to burlesque. ‘The graceful gait of virtue 
is always followed by scoffers with grimace and 
travesy. The sweetest strain of pootry evor 
written hax come t@ ridiculous parody, and as 
long as there are virtue and righteousness in the 
world, there will be something for iniquity to 
grin at. All along the line of the ages, and in 
all lands, the cry has heen, ‘Not thia man,but 
Barabbas.

Fearful Loss of Life. 


Twenty-sovon Virginia Oystermen Sacrific- 
ed ina Farlous Storm. 


Bautimore, Dec. 12.—The oflicers of 
the steamer M. L. Weems. which arrived 
this morning fromm Rappahannock river, 


Va., report fearful loss of life among colored 
oystermen on that river in tho storm of 
Tuesday last. About 25 colored men were 
out in beats tongueing for oysters when the 
storm arose. The gale capized almost all of 
thom,and those which escaped were unable 
to reach the shore in safety. Men were 
thrown into the rough water and were un- 
able to swim to shore. Many clung to the 
boats for a time,but were finally washed 
away and drowned. Very few cscaped. 
Eleven bodies have beon recovered already 
and as many more are said to be missing. 
lt is scarcely possible that they might have 
escaped. 

Additional particulars state that fifteen 
canoes started to go to a schooner to sell 
their oysters when the storm struck them. 
There were three or four white mon among 
the party. The whole number drowned 
was twenty-seven. Two more bodies have 
been recovered, making thirteen in all.

A Lottery Swindle Broken Up. 

The Dominion Government has at last 
takon steps toward suppressing the lottery 
swindle at St. Stophen, N. B. For any 
months past the Department of Justice, 
acting in concert with the Postmudter- 
Gonoral have been paying close attention to 
the workings of the lottery at St. Steplien, 
and in their efforts have received the most 
cordial support of the United States author- 
ities. Proof positive of evil doings sutlici- 
ont to implicate the leading spirits of the 
lottery waa secured somo tinie ago, but the 
difficulty was to catch the parties in 
question, who appeared to be well advised 
of the movements of the Doininion author- 
ities, and so kept thomselvos out of 
narin’s' Way on the other side of 
tho St. Croix river. Finally, a chango of 
tactics was resorted to and all outward 
signs of activity were suspended ; indocd, 
it was undorstood in some quarters in St. 
Stephen thatthe Government had abandon- 
od its efforts to break up the lottery. This 
ruse, it would appear, fas rored like a 
charm, and Nathan 8. Reid, the head of 
the swindle, has been lured to Canadian 
soil. A day or #0 ago lio was arrested on a 
warrant issued by the Minister of Justice 
on a charge of obtaining money under falso 
prétences, The arreat of Reid is but tho 
rst step, and it will doubtless be followed 
up by action against McKay, Lowe and 
some othors who aro know. to be connect- 
ed with this swindlo. St.Stephen is great- 
ly excited over this sudden raid on the lot- 
tery thieves, and the friends and accoin- 
plices of the swindlers are vowing dire 
vengeance against the Government for its 
action.

About 
the time the first cholera appeared in Lngland 
in 1831, the atmosphere was observed by many 
independent observers, both on land and sca, 
to be singularly and unusually stagnant and 
oppressive, 50 that it was inpossible to ventilate 
the houses and no refreshing breeze or change of 
air eecmed to take place for nore than a week at 
atime, Such meteorological conditions have a 
marked tendency to favor the chemical decom- 
position of organic substances, anunal or vege- 
tablo, and to render the #eason defective in those 
Atinospheric changes, which by dispersing into 
space the products of decomposition, ronew the 
purity of the air, Cholera is propagated and | 
spread through other atmospherical influences, 
such as breathing habitually impure av by 
maeans of emapations from filthy out-houses, | 


= 


or discharges of the sick, and if not destroy- 
ed or thoroughly disinfected, will spread 
the disease, Under no condition should 
the exoremont be thrown upon the ground or 
burned on the same premises where the well is or 
the supply of water for domestic purposes is 
taken irom, as they would by rains find their 
way by porcolation into the drinking waters of 
other families and produco the disease in the 
healthy. Impure water intensifies the disease, 
although impure water is nota necessary elo: 
ment bi the production or generation of cholera 
poison, unless it is contaminated with the 
specific poison of cholera. Air contaminated 
by sewage or privy olor will produce disease. 
Thus particles capable of conveying the disease 
are inbaled or swallowed and find admission in 

to the bodies of the healthy, For such localities 
proper disinfectants should be used. In the ab- 
sence of these and what is preferable to any 
thing else would be a layer of tour inches of dry, 
pure loamy #oil which is so plenty in the vicinity 
of our city spread over the unwholesone places, 
‘The absence of the odors and perfect cleanliness 
with pure water will secure inmaunity from 
cholera,

Stonewall Jackson, 


Tho Havelock of the Coufedoracy Adored 
by His Soldlors. 


Before the war General Jackson had 
been a plodding professor at tho \V inginia 
Military Institute, and had been noted for 
nothing excopt for close attention to his 
professional duties, a strict observance of 
his religious tenets, and a gencral diffidence 
and awkwardness of manner that amounted 


to eceontriciby, and which made him at 
times the butt of the lively cadet. The 
firm stand of his brigade* at Manassas 


brought him respect in the Army and gave 
to him the historic-sebriquet ** Stono- 
wall.” The campaign in the valley recall- 
ed the tactics of Bonaparte in the Italian 
quadrilateral, and Jackson lost nothing by 
the comparison. From that time onward 
he was the idol of the army. For facility 
of combination, for power of concentration, 
for rapidity of calculations, for fiorceness 
of execution, General Jackson in his valley 
campaign had shown himself to be head 
and shoulders above any subordinate com- 
mander of the Confederate armics, cast or 
west, His name was-in every mouth, and 
nothing but praises wont with it. The 
masses Of his countrymen enyaged in bat- 
tling for a cause they deemed to be sacred 
found something inthe character of the 
man that suited their temperament in their 
time of labor, and this was apart from the 
services he had recently rendered. It was 
his retiring modesty, his utter carelessness 
of pomp and show, and his simple trust in 
God, andif ever a man believed in the 
righteousness of his cause, and that the 
Giver of yictories smiled upon it, that 
man was Thomas Jonathan Jackson. 
lt may be said hoge that up to this period 
Jackson was never understood. When 
he made the celebrated forced march 
to Romney, Va,, in the wintor of 1862, 
there was a howl all along the line for his

Governor Letcher knew his man and refus- 
ed to revoke his commission. Again, bo- 
fore the war, in 1860, he had gathered to- 
gother some five hundred negro children 
and taught them in Sunday School in Lex- 
ington, Va., and this raised a terrible storm 
throughout the State. But he kept the 
even tenor of his way undisturbed ; he was 
as firm as adamant where he thought his 
duty was concerned. 

It was only during the seven-days’ fight 
that the main body of the army came to 
recognize Jackson in person. His photo- 
graphs do not give an adequate idea of the 
man. They do not mark him apart as a 
leader of men, and show that inherent fit- 
ness for high participation in the events of 
that epoch which the chances of war had 
brought to light. Says one of his men, ‘‘It 
would have been easy to have mistaken him 
for the courier of one of his brigadiers, for 
all external tokens to the contrary; his 
single-breasted coat of srusty gray, sun 
scorched about the shoulders, until it was 
almost yellow, and his piain cadet cap of 
the same hue tilted forward until the visor 
rested almost upon his nose, were meaner 
in appearance than the make-up of many a 
smart fellow whose musket was the badge 
of his station; and not a quartermaster in 
the corps but would have considered Jack- 
son's gaunt_old sorrel” a bad. swap for his 
ownnag. But the bright and piercing look 
of his steel-blue eyes when one could get a 
glimpse of them under the cap brim, the 
tirm set of his lips, and the impatient jerk- 
ing of his arms from time to time, told of 
the eager working of the energetic soul 
within.” And the description is a true one 
to the letter. 

After the seven-day’s battle, whenever 
there was great cheering on any part of the 
line,it used to be said by the listeners, 
“It's either Jackson or a rabbit.”’ Now, 
the meaning of this was that whenever a 
rabbit.was started in the bivouac of a bri- 
gade, the entire complement of the oflicers 
and men would turn out to pursue bunny, 
and, by heading him off here and turning 
him there, poor bunny, who in the end 
would become bewildered by the diabolical 
yells and cheers which met him at every 
turn, was generally captured. Now, Gen- 
eral Jackson aiinnes) if he could, the 
domonstrations that greeted him whenever 
ho passed a camp of his own corps or of 
Longstreet’s. The men would gather on 
the roadsides, waving their hats and yolling 
like demons, the yells being taken up from 
camp as ‘* Old Jack’’ went scurrying along 
on his old sorrel as fast as he could lay 
feet to the ground. There wag a spice of 
mischiof in this, for soldiers are like school 
boys, and they knew how badly Jackson 
hated notoriety, but their admiration and 
enthusiasm for him were such that they 
would haye charged the very gates of hades 
av his bidding. Never were more genuinely 
sorrowful tears shed than those that 
fell from the eyes of his army on Jackson's 

bier.

POLICY OF COLONIAL FEDERATION, 

of which Canada has set us so excellent an 
example, Of this policy Sir John Macdon- 
ald was, if not originator, the consistent 
advocate, and he, more than any other 
man, reduced the vague aspirations to a 
practical result. In a sense, therefore, the 
Canadian Premier was the pioneer of the 
idea of imperial unity, which is just now 
finding so much favor both at home and in 
the colonies. It was the successful ac- 
complishment by the Canadians of the 
experimental programme entrusted to them 
at the instance of Lord Carnarvon some 
seventeen years ago that has enabled the 
leaders of the two great English parties to 
putasidetheirhabitualcontentions and join 
in harmonious panegyrics. In honoring 
Sir John Macdonald British statesmen pay 
a tribute to the loyalty and enterprise of 
our greatest colony. Canada has extin- 
guished the school of politicans referred to 
by Lord Derby, who were opposed to the 
connection with the colonies. She solved 
the problem of Confederation, and pointed 
the way to the aspiring rulers of the Aus- 
tralasian continent. While the Colonial 
Secretary last night spoke vaguely of the 
possibilities of practical imperial federation, 
and confined himself perhaps too exclusively 
to sentimental goneralitics, the Canadian 
Premier showed a disposition to grasp it 
courageously, as he had already dealt with 
the lesser problems on the banks of the St. 
Lawrence, Canada has created the imperial 
idea,and it seems by no means improbable 
that Canadian statesmen will devise the 
methods of its application.

Crus many friends of the Jate Rev. Dr. 
Carroll who reside in this city, will read 
with melancholy interest tly following de- 
tails of his final ailment and accompanying 
brief sketeh of his career; for which we are 
indebted to the Globe; One of the most 
sudden and the niost painful events in the 
history of Canadian Methodism is the death 
ot Rey. John Carroll, D.D., of York Sta- 
tioby whieh Was Announced inthe Brenig 
Globe of Saturday. "Ho bad been “slightly 
ailing for a week or so, but nething seri- 
ous was anticipated by his friends, On 
Tuesday last he'was aboub tho city and 
called at the Gudfdian office, On Friday 
he was takon suddenly worse and became 
unconscious, and on Saturday morning 
he died. “The doctors say there were symp 
toms of paralysis and also.of-typhoid -fe- 
ver. Dr. Carroll Was one of the most wide- 
ly known and loved of the Methodist 
ministors of his day. His life has been one 
long toil in the cause of Mothodism. He 
was never idlo. Simple and unpretentious 
in his manner,he was universally loved and 
respected, For a number of years past he 
was greatly afflicted with deafness, but the 

natural yigor of his constitution. resisted 
the,attacks of ageyand he was neyer idle. 
His work has not beon confined to personal 
labor, He has been one of the most suc- 
ceasful expounders of the history of carly 
Methodism in Canada in a number of works 
written in an interesting and winning style. 
He was born in 1809 in New Brunswick. 
His father was a saddler, who emigrated 
from Ireland to Canada in 1753, and~ mar- 
tied.at the age of forty, John Carroll was 
the youngest of twelve children. Shortly 
after his birth the family moyed to the Is- 
land of Saltkill, and thence to Little York. 
He remembered distinctly incidents in the 
war of 1882-15, though he was only four 
years old. On one occasion a cannon ball 
atruck their house, and passed oyer the 
heads of the inmates. In 1818 he attended 
thé first Sunday School ever held in Little 

York: In 1829 -he bagan the work of 

Methodism as a probationer, working from 

that date to 1832 in Bytown, Brockville 

and Cobourg. In 1832 he attended the 

Upper Canada Academy. During his min- 

istry he was. stationed at the following 

places :—Augusta, Prescott, Kingston, Lon- 
don, Hamilton, Belleville, Ottawa, Peter- 
boro’, Guelph and St. Catharines, being 
frequently chairman in the district in which 
he was stationed. In 1869 hg became 
general agent of the Sabbath School Union, 

In 1870 he was superannuated, going to 

reside in Yorkville, In 1872 he moved to 

Rochesterville, and in 1873 to Leslieville, 

where he has resided for the last ten years, 

Last pring he took charge of the new mis- 

sion at York Station. By his persever- 

anceand energy he erected a church, 
to the opening’ of which yesterday, 
he was eagerly looking forward. He 
has personally canvassed for the money 
to build the’church, and the efforts lie put 
forth to get ready for the opening services 
undoubtedly hastened tlie efid. The de- 

c Minister has expressed on several 

occasions a desire ‘to die in the harness,” 

and his wish has been gratified to the letter. 

Like a valiant soldier he was wounded.on 

the field of conflict, carried home, and 

quietly passed away full of years, having 
done his work as @ true soldiey of Christ.

Death of Dr. Rice, 


The Rev. Dr. Rice, the senior General 
Superintendent of the Methodist Church, 
died at his home in Toronto on Monday 
afternoon, after a long illness. Deceased 
was born in Maine in 1817, but was edu- 
cated in New Brunswick. He entered tho 
ministry in 1837, and in 1847 went to To- 
ronto, at which place and subsequently at 
Hamilton, he filled several important posi 
tions in connection with the educational 
institutions of the Church. Dr. Rice had 
much to do with Methodist union. Ho 
was a man of great energy and force of char. 
acter, His manner seemed brusque and 
magistorial, and strangers might be led to 
suppose that he was not easily approached. 
This however was not tho case, as he wasa 
man of quick sympathies. No man in the 
Methodist connexion commianded more fully 
the respect and love of all its embers than 
did Dr, Rice.

Small-pox Dying 


Decemuer 16, 1884, 

Dr. Pomeroy, Medical Health Officer, aud 
the Local Board of Health for the ‘Town- 
ship 6f Hungerford, report small-pox dying 
out, only eloven cases now requiring mech- 
cal treatment. It is possible that a break- 
out may take place in the 4th concession, 
in Daw’s and Leveque’s, as there is a case 
of it}in each house. North and east of 
Stoco a corps of nen sent from Toronto by 
Ir. Bryce, ave now engaged in fuinigating 
those houses that have been infected by the 
disease. Dr, Pomeroy adyised the Board to 
suspend all travel to or from tlie infected 
district without a pass, which has been dono, 
and constables placed on the leading roads 
tu prevent such travel. Communications 
have lately been observed in some of 
your city papers reflecting on what thoy 
call the Tweed Board of Health. Thero is 
no such thing in existence. As Tweed is 
not an incorporated yillage such «a thing 
could not exist, as could be seen by refor- 
ring to tho Health Act of 1884. The Board 
consists of Patrick Murphy, Reove; This. 
Graham, Clerk, (cx-ollicio); Jas. Quinn, 
Geo. Vair and E. R. Huyck. Theso gen- 
tlemen constitute the Local Beard of Health 
for the Township of Hungerford, and the 
sanitary inspectors are; Stoco—'Thos. 
Mulrooney, Peter Murphy andAnson Oan- 
nif. Thomasburg—Benj. Henry and Win. 
Gilroy, .__Bogart—I'rancis Murphy and 
Robert Gordon, junior. Marlbank 
William Allen and P, Wilson, with a st 
of special constables. ‘he Board 
Health liave done all in their power to p 
vent tho spread of the maledy in the town 
ship, notwithstanding the innumerable 
faults found by outsiders, Tho total nuu- 
ber of cases reported since the small-pox 
broke out is about one hundred and eighty. 
Twenty eight patients are reported as hav- 
ing died. A number of those who died 
were those who had no medical treatinent 
and before it was known it was the small- 
pox. 

A family at or near Black Creek, named 
Woodstock Were taken withit. Mrs. Wood 
cock died on Saturday. The Board of 
Health procured the services of B. Palmer 
aud aman named King; living up Otter 
Creek, _ to come and bury her, for which 
they paid #5, and $1 for digging the grave, 
The family liave since been removed to 
Woodcock’s, near Stoco, and the shanty in 
which they lived burned up, with its con- 
tents, so that no case of small-pox is at or 
near the village of Tweed. The Rey. Father 
Fleming is convalescent.

How the Ancients Rode Horses, 

That they had saddles of soine sort, there 
is no doubt, but they were unlike ours.

Among 
the thouaands of bronze remains of har- 
ness, bridle-bits, buckles and other horse- 
paraphernalia in the department of the

Horse Physiognomy. 


A horse's head indicates his charactor 
very much as a man’s does. Vice isshown 
in the eye and mouth. ; intelligence in the 
eye and in the breadth between the oars and 
between the eyes; spirit in the eye and in 
the pose, in the mobile nostril and activo 
ear. The sizo of the eye, the thinness of 
the skin, making the face bony, the large, 
open, thin-edged nostril, thetine ear and 
the thin, fine mane and foretop are indica- 
tions of fine breeding, and accompany 
high-strung, nervous organization, which, 
With good limbs and muscular power, 
insure’ a considerable degree of speed in 
the animal. The stupid, lazy horse that 
drivers call a ‘‘ lunk-head” has a 
usually, a narrow forehead and contracted 
poll. He is always a blunderer, forgets 
himself and stumbles on ground, 
gets himself and its owner into difficulties, 
calks himself, is sometimes positively lazy, 
but often a hard goer. He needs constant 
care and watchfulness on the driver's part. 
A buyer of fine equine flosh should be able 
to detect the good and bad quilities of the 
animals he contemplates purchasing 
This valuable knowledge is only acquired 
by a careful study of the various parts of 
horse physiognomy.—American Agricullur- 
ist.

The Premier's Reply to the Address of Wel- 
come—Protection (and Reciprocity Dis- 
cussed 2 


Toronto, Dec. 17.—At the Conservative Con- | 
vention, Sir John Macdonald replied to the ad- 
dress of welcome in a speech of considerable 
length, principally reviewing the events in his 
political life. Speaking of Protection, he said 
it was the policy of his party in 1852 and in L856. | 
It was also the policy of his present friendsin the 
other provinces, and the National Policy was 
therefore no new scheme, It was a consistent 
part of the Conservative policy. He insisted that 
it had failed in no particular, and that he had 
nailed his colors to the mast and would stand | 
or fall by the N. P.. The approaching abroga- 
tion of the fishery clauses of the Washington 
Treaty was then referred to. He said theru is a 
feeling, a very considerable feeling, in the Mari- | 
time Provinces, that the cancellation of the fish- | 
ery clauses will greatly affect them,and you hear 
some of the people in their despair and theic ap- 
prehension talking very foolishly, ha thought, 
of going down ou their kuees to the Uinted 
Sta nd asking fora continuance of that 
treaty. The moral of our past experience is 
this, that the fishing interests of the Mari-ime 
Provinces may be temporarily affected if the 
Americans persist in their course ; 1t will not be 
so for long. [t may for a short time compel them 
to use middlemen in the sale of their fish, and 
that will be ail, while we will have secured to 
us the exclusive right to tish in British Ameri- 
can waters. No course is more suicidal ; no | 
course shows a more absolute want of common 
sense in any negotiation with so astute a nation | 
as the people of the United States than to show | 
anxiety, [f we go down upon our knees and say 
we will be ruined unless we have reciprocity, 
and that without reciprocity annexation rust 
follow, the Americans, who are a proud poople, 
and who believe they have a mission to govern 
this Continent, will say: ‘* Very well; the best 
way of making Canada part of the United 
States is simply by refusing you what you 
ask. fou therefore caunot have it.” He 
believed the course of his Government waa 
the proper one. We say to the Americans: 
“We would be happy to continue our reciprocal 
relations, we a4 be happy to inucreaso our 
commercial relations, we are willing to disouss 
the questions of a reciprocity treaty on the most 
liberal terms consistent with our own interests, 
We _ know perfectly well that you will not do 
what iscontrary to your own interests. You 
cannot expect us to do what is contrary to ours. 
Let us sit down and see if we can ace on ar 
rangement; if we can, it is well, if we cannot there 
is no harm done, You can take your course ; we 
must take ours.” Already, in consequence of some 
unguarded and unwise utterances in St. John and 
the Maritimine Provinces, the Americans have 
begun to hold back a little to see what the re- 
sult upon Canada will be, but we know the un- 
wisdom of such a course, and not only the un- 
wisdom, but the utter folly, because nothing 
done by the United States will force us to kive 
up our allegiance to the Queen, No inatter what 
may be the action of the United States we will 
stand by our allegiance, and we will not desert 
the country to which we are so deeply attached 
and the institutions we revere. 

Daring Sir John's speech, which lasted for 
over two hours, he was repeatedly cheered, Af 
ter his ppeacd resolutions for the loran ation of a 
Liberal Conservative Union were passed and the 
Convention adjourned, to meet again to-morrow 
morning.

It is the boast of our people that Hastings 
and Prince Edward Counties cam produce 
a greater number anti varioty of fine ‘‘rigs” 
than any other section of the province. 
The term ‘rigs’ is understood as represont- 
ing a horse and cafriago. We know that 
any public occasion which calls out a large 
number of the farming community is cal- 
culated to justify the boast, Every young 
man, and a good many old men, too, con- 
sider it a necessary part of their standing 
in the community to provide a “turn-out” 
equal to their neighbors. Horses aro bred 
and kept for this purpose only, and the 
best skill of the carriage-maker is required 
to satisfy the demand for vehicles. This 
public taste, or rather competition, has 
grown to surprising proportions, and it is 
beginning to appear that an ambition to 
“shine” by such means is levying an enor- 
mous tax apon the resources of the farm- 
ers. I haye it from good authority that 
many farms and other property have been 
placed under mortgage to raise money for 
the purposo specified, and that the amount 
of indebtedness to loan socioties and money 
lenders 1s increasing at a rate calculated to 
appal the old-fashioned class. This report 
may be, and probably is, somewhat oex- 
aggerated, but it is not altogether wnauthor 
ized. The present generation cannot very 
well apply the same principles of economy 
that govertied the life work of their ances- 

rs, but they can exercise a due regard for 

e annual trial-balance that every respon- 
sible person should make to ascertain how 
his income and oxpenditure compares. 
Primitive modes of living have given way 
to other and more expensive habits which 
are more or less tyrannical. To do just as 
our grandfathers did would expose us to 
ridicule and inconvenience, Society is now 
constituted of different material, and gov- 
erned by different rules. We must con- 
form to existing social obligations or be 
practically ostracized. This change has in- 
creased the cost of living, but it has not 
sanctioned expenditure beyond the ‘re- 
sources of an individual. I know that my 
negation in the above sentence is open to 
dispute. Some pcople declare, and give 
substantial reasons for their deélfration, 
too, that unless they appear on an eqality 
with their neighbors in dress and domestic 
conveniences they dare not aspire toa so- 
cial equality, Or,as Wordsworth puts it— 


“We must glittering like the brook 
In the open sunshine, or we aro unblest, 
The richest man among us is the bet.”

The Arrested Salvationists, 


Up for Trial Before the Recorder—DIsposal 
to Deal Leniently With the Soldiers. 


Monrreat, Dec. 19.—The trial of Capt. Mad- 
den aud others of the Salvation Army, for creat- 
iug disturbances in the street, came off in the 
Recorder's Court on Wednesday.

PROGRESS OF TUB DENOMINATION LN GANADA 
DURING THR PAST CENTURY, 

Among other interesting papers read at 
the Centennial conference in” Baltimore 
was one by Rev. John A. Williams on 
‘Tho Rise and Progress of Methodism in 
Canada,’ ‘The Founding of Methodiam in 
Canada,’ he said, ‘dates back to the first 
settlement of Canada by English-speaking 
people. William Black was. converted in 
1779 through the inane tay of some 
of Mr. W osley'# folloWers from Yorkshire. 
Black went to see Asbury and Coke, whom 
he met at the Baltimage Christmas Confer: 
once of 1784, Garrettgon? and Cromwoll 
wore sent back with Black. In two years 
the society munibered 600 thembera, Blak 
was subsequently ordained by Dr. Coke in 
1791 To this safod yoar Wm Lozier came 
over from the Now York Conference. 
Through his agency in 10 years 5. circuits 
had been established, with Il preachers 
and 1,150 members. “At the close of the 
second decade thefe were 12 circuits, 18 

reachers and 2,700 membors. Theswarof 

812 injured the chiych during the next 
decade, The General’ Canference met at 
Elizabethtown,Gan.,in 1818, Bisliop Georga 
presiding s. Of 60 ministers present, 20 were 
in the Canadian work, In 1827 tho separ- 
ation of the CanadaChurchfrom the charch 
in the States was /effected. Rev. W. Case 
was appointed general superintendent, The 
church was.at this timo an indeperdent 
colonial church, with 39 ministers, 8,730 
members and 700 converted Indians. + Ii

union... The churches were reunited jin 
1847, Several bodies of Methodists in Can- 
ada united and became the Methodist 
Church of Canada’ inSeptember, 1874, with 
10,031 ministers and 101,946 members. 
In 1883 all the Methodist Churches in the 
Dominion were solidified into an organic 
union. The discipline of this new union 
differs little frou thatof the Methodist 
Episcopal Ohiirch of thé Wnited States.

of gunpowder, , Sewab explained to his 
followers that he was unable to hold out 
against the intruders, and, that in a short 
time his country would be in the hands 
of the enemy. * The * King, in a speech, 
anid Falaba was‘au ancient | country, up to 
that time “unconguercd. He had” been 
ruling, but nevyerhad been ruled, He said 
he would never submib.to Mohammedism, 
although ‘any ofhis hearers’could do so if 
they chose, All replicd that’ they would 
rather dio than become Mohammedans. 
The King then is reported to haye. thrown 
a lighted torch, op, the gunpowder, . and 
instantly an explosion took place, and the 
place was afterwards in flames,’ All in the 
building wero killed.

Maneral, 
Tho facts ave narrated .in Ridgeley’s 
‘* American Oddfellowship,” as furnialiod 
by P. G. Sire John A. Kennedy, who was 
| an eyo witness of the ‘soone: ** In early 
apring of 1824, Addrew Wark, a mbomber of 
Franklin Lodge, No, 2, while ongaged in 
suporintending a shad fishery on tho shore 
of the Chespeake Bay, was knocked over- 
board by the boom of his vessel and drown- 
ed, His body was found and brought for 
interment to his home in Baltimore. On 
the day of the funeral the) widow informed 
the writer that her husband would be buried 
at night, as tho society of which he was a 
member buried its dead at midnight. Tho 
time fixed for the funeral was 10 p. m, 
when, with several frionds, we wero pune 
tually present. Tho Jodge, however, did 
not appearso early; bub ib was there in 
ample time, witha band of | six or seven 
pieces, which marched in front. |The pro- 
cession came to view as 4 great glate of light 
as it was crossing the bridge, illuminating 
the street through which it was passing. 
To an unpractised eye the procession scem- 
ed to be in the utinogt disordor, ag tho col- 
umn. of seyenty or cighty mon took poai- 
tion in front of the late home of° the 
deceased, 

The chief marshal was very 
busy up and down the line, keeping the 
column in order as we foolishly supposed, 
but that was our mistake. Wo dia hot 
know that good order in those ranks con- 
sisted in preserving the sections in such a 
way as to have not: more than five files in 
each, and in no case to have an éven num- 
ber of files ina section, By such an ar- 
rangement everybody could readily see that 
they were Odd Fellows, The marshal was 
kept-hard. at work preserving the equipoise 
of the sections—that is, a front of one, 
three, or five files. Officers and members 
were in appropriate lodge costume: gowns, 
caps, sashes, collars and aprons of white, 
black, blue and scarlet colors. ‘The gowns, 
asa general thing, had been made to fit 
much larger men; the same was truce of 
the caps, which were fashioned after the 
forms of crowns and cordnets. Bach officer 
bore the emblem of office invhis haud; Six 
or seven’ of the’ members were in deep 
mourning, and occupied the centre of the 
crowd. ‘These were enveloped in narrow 
strips of black muslin orcrape, which hung 
from their hats almost to the ground ; they 
bore black rods, eight or ten feet long, sur- 
mounted by spheres of some kind, which 
were covered with black cloth, with black 
streamers three or four feet long, pendant. 

Every person not provided with an ofli- 
cial emblem of some sort, bore a flaming 
torch, many of which were extemporized 
for the occasion and resembled the rope 
torches said,to have been used by the an- 
cients on similar occasions. Aft11 p. m. 
the coftin was brought forth and placed in 
a hearse, which then tovk position in the 
centre of the column, the bearers of the 
black spheres surrounded the hearse, as if 
acting as pall bearers. ‘The line of march 
was’ thei taken up, with slow music and 
slow steps, toward the church yard ; tho 
distance of a half or three quarters of 4 mile 
was accomplished afew minutes before 
midnight. The remains were then silently 
lowered into the graye. Nota word was 
spoken, but each member threw one or two 
shovels full of earth upon the coffin until | 
thé grave was filléd up. The procession re- | 
formed its disordered ranks, the hearse as 
before; in the contre, and departed as they 
came.”

Then 
fantastic spectacles, supported by persons 
Wearing grotesque imasks and singular 
costumes;" were made ‘additional sources 
of amusement. ‘The least familiar of 
the sports mentioned, ‘ dipping ”’ may 
still be seen at the holiday times in Eng- 
land and. also in this country. With 
their hands tied behind them, the dippers 
attempted to pick apples or other things 
from a large vessel full of water, in which 
floated the objects to “be removed. A re- 
ward followed suécess, whiloa good wet- 
ting and much amusement, onthe part re- 
spectively, of the dipper and those who 
observed him, always accompanied the en- 
deavor, ‘successful or obherwige, | The vast 
room in which the feasting and sports took 
place was bare of any ~ excepting mas- 
siyé furniture of oak, whith detied injury 
from the roughest sport: On she heayy 
oaken tablo generous yiands and abundéiuce 
of good drink were geryed with astonishing 
frequency, and it was always liberally pro- 
vided for all who chose to take. Every- 
body was welcome tojits hospitalities™ Rich 
and poor met together on #footing of 
perfect equality, The peasant was applaud- 
ed for his practical joke played on tho 
squire or the nobleman.

Its crowning ceremony was 
bringing in tho yule log from the neighbor- 
ing forest.” As a matter of course,the Lord 
of Misrule presided at this ceremony. The 
hordes or oxon were gaily decked for the 
occasion, , Every person wlio met the joy+ 
ful procession on its way raised his hat in 
honor of the log now bound to the burning. 
Thrown into the spacious fire-place, its 
fierce heat soon bubbled the liquor im the 
generous depths of the, wassail-bowl,; the 
steaining contents of which were drunk, 
While its praises, sung with boisterous hil+ 
arity, etlided from the rafters of the hall 
and . shisunderstandinga’ were 
deowned in its depths, The log was not 
left in the fire-place to be entirely consuln- 
od, but the charred lump constituting its 
roniaing, was kept in the house for the pur 
pose of bringing good tuck, Its value in 
this respect was, at least, equal to that of

A Challenge for the America Cup. 


(From the News York: World of Sunday.) 


Mr. Charles Minton, Secretary of tho 
New York Yacht Club, received yesterday 
from Mr, J. Beavor Webb, the celebrated 
designer of British yachts, two challenges 
for the America’s Cup, one on behalf of 
Sir Richard Sutton, of the Royal Yacht 
Squadron, naming the cutter Genesta, and 
the other on behalf of Lieut. Henn. R.N., 
belonging to the Royal Cork Yacht Club, | 
naming the cutter Galatea, The Genesta | 
was built last season and was the most | 
successful British yacht of the year. 
She was built at Glasgow by W. & D. Hen- 
derson from a design by Mr. Webb, and 
is what is called a composite—that is, with 
steel fames and outside planking of. wood. 
She is 74 net tons, 73 gross, and 81 tons 
Thames measurement. Her length be- 
tween perpendiculiirs is 85 feet 6 inches, 
beam 15 feet 6 inches, aud dopth 11 feet. 9 
inches: The, Galatea is not yet launched. 
She is also being built from designs by Mr. 
Webb and is larger thgnthe Geneata, being 
100 tons Thames measurement, Her owner 
is a well-known yachtsman and has at pres- 
ent the yawl Gertrite. "

Greek Patriarch of Jorusalem, whose see 
extehds over the whole of Palestino, both 
éast and west of the Jordan, proceeds yoar- 
ly to officiate at the religious services on 
Christmas Eve, in the Church of the Nati- 
vity, at Bothlehem. The procession luaves 
the patriarchal palatial city residence at 
about noon on the eve, in groat state. 
First in ordor ride Nakarjeye and Stliadir- 
ma, the old style of Oriental cavalry, in 
the picturesque Bedouin costume, the Nak- 
arjoye, or drummers, beating with leather 
thongs a weird and yet martial kind of tat- 
too upon small druins fastened on ecithor 
side of their saddle-bows. Next to this 
detachment ride a company of fierce Bashi- 
Bazouks, armed, like the preceding caval- 
ry, to the teoth, The cavasses, ecclosias- 
ticat and consular guards follow, gorgeous 
in suits of cloth heavy with guld cmbroid- 
ery, armed with pistols and cimetar, bear- 
ing in the right hand a long silver maco, 
the bottom of which rosts on the large old- 
fashioned stirrup., Behind these outriders 
are the Patriarch and the Russian Archi- 
mandrite, in the flowing black robes of the 
Greek clergy.. Next ride the Russian and 
Greek consuls, with their official staff, all in 
full-dress uniform. Behind these, in order 
of rank, come the bishops, priests, monks 
and choristers of all the numerous monas- 
teries and churches, also the clerical stu- 
dents and officers in the civil service. 
Private citizens from all ranks of society 
and pilgrims from all parts of the world 
bring up the rear. 

The procession,in numbers often counting 
several thousand, winds its way through 
the streets of the city, leaving by the Jaffa 
Gate. On the Plain of Rephaim the order 
of march breaks, ant the Shadirma and 
Bashi-Bazouks, cavalry, cavasses, and 


-| every one else who feels so inclined, per- 


form feats of horsemanship. At Rachel’s 
tomb the Patriarch is met by hundreds of 
the Bethlehem and Beit-Jala men’ on foot, 
firing their guns, shouting, clapping their 
hands and singing as they precede thuin to 
Bethlehem. As the cavalry and citizens 
join in this demonstration, the whole has 
more the appearance of a conquering army 
than of a devout and peaceful company of 
worshippers ; but they come to celebrate 
the anniversary ofthe birth of the great- 
est cenqueror the world ever possessed,and.

the’charch is disturbed among these three 
communities, of which the various sections 
under their several care are minutely 
measured off. The special Chapel of the 
Nativityis, however, common property, 
and many atime the question of preced- 
orice in religious procession has caused the 
church to be deluged with Christian blood, 
monks and priests fighting with bell, book,, 
candles“or crozier—whichever happoned 
to be the most handy or effeotive. A 
strong guard of Turkish soldiers is there- 
fore stationed in this inonastic fortress to 
keep the-peace between the rival sects on 
the great holy days. At midnight the 
service begins, the Patriarch, the bishops, 
the priests and choristers in their. sacerdo- 
tal rvbes and crowns, which are one blaze 
of cloth-of-gold and jewels. Candles made 
of pure WAX, of four feet in length and 
proportionate thicknoas are carried by the 
clorgy, the officials, and every citizen and 
pilgrim that is devout enough to purchase 
so large ataper. The thousands of tapers 
borne by the crowds, the gorgeous robes of 
the priests, the brilliant uniforms of the 
civil service, the army officers and soldiers, 
the countless variety of costumes worn by 
individuals from nearly all the different 
countries, towns and villages on earth ;the 
vast and beautiful cathedral, with its thou- 
sands of chandeliora, Jainps of gold, silver, 
bronze, brass and stained glass, all ablaze 
with light ; the richly decked altars, the 
priceloss gems of art accumulated through 
out _ ages, the music, singing, constant 
motion,—all combine to form a panorama 
of such wondrous and bew ildering strange 
ness and beauty that it is im poasible 'to 
appreciate it at first sight. 
ho grand service continues till 3 o'clock 
inthe morning. Long processions wind 
their way through the crowded church, 
carrying huge banners df cloth and vold 
bearing the representations of tho birth of 
Christ. During the duration of the service, 
scattered over different parts of the catliod- 
ral, but especially near the doors, aro 
tables and stands, on which are displayod 
for sale relics, rosaries, candles, shrouds 
bleased by the Patriarch and passports to 
heaven, These placed in the right hand 
of the dead, who is wrapped in one of the 
blessed shrouds, are considered infaliible 
to'seonre admission into heaven for the 
departed spirit. ‘Title-doods to places in 
heaven are also for sale here. ire

How a Hog Rooted up a City. 


Carp in Cleveland Leader, 

I have just returned from the shores of 
Lake Superior, where I spent some time 
visitiug the copper regions, said to be the 
greatest in the world. Throughout the 
rocky, barren Keweenaw peninsula, good 
for nothing as farming lands, the immense 
copper deposits have caused large towns 
to spring up, and they now give employ 
ment to tens of thousands of men. About 
eighteen years ago a pig strayed from tho 
drove to which it belonged and fell into a 
pit on a spot where the city of Calumet 
now stands, In rooting about it uncover- 
6d a mass of native copper, and showed to 
the world the location of the greatest cop- 
per mine it has everknown. As the result 
of that pig's rooting humanity is now $35, 
000,000 richer in the use of the copper 
there discovered, and the stockholders, 
who, aided by the pig, have helped the 
world to this wealth. have received about 
$25,000,000 for their trouble. A town of 
6,000 inhabitants has has gathered around 
the pig’s hole, and nearly 2,000: men are 
employediin operating the mine’ beneath 
it, 


Plectricity'’s Deadly Work. 


A shocking tragedy occurred on Sunday 
night in the Zocalo, where the beautiful 
concert pavilion lias been erected for the 
festivities of all Saints’ and All Souls’ days. 
One life was lost and three men were so 
seriously injured that life in their case was 
despaired of, It was a case of peculiar in- 
terest. A man known as Pantaleon Wastra- 


da, a worker in guitars, tying a stone to | 


the end of an ordinary wire threw it over 
the~vlectric wire. Estrada immediately 
fell.dead in his tracks. The contact of the 
two wires killed him. A policeman stand- 
ing by ati@’a street-car conductor had 
much of their clothing burned off and 
were themselyes so seriously injured that 
their lives tremble in the balance. ~The 
electric current affected others also more 
or less, The scene succeeding the 
tragedy was demoralizing. For a mo- 


ment the dumb terror of seeing strong | 


men totterand fall as if struck by sonic 
invisible hand hold the crowd spell-bound. 
Succeeding the terrorized apathy came a 
wild rush for life, Fortunately exits were 
plentiful, and to that was due the fact that 
many were not stamped to death. John 
Horbert, of the Electric Light Company, 
mounted a ladder with a silk handkerchief 
in hand to remoye the wire thrown by the 
unfortunate Estrada. Tho rain was falling 
heavily at the time, but he did not notice 
that the handkerchief was becoming damp. 
He applied it to the wire torremove it and 
received himself a severe shock that threw 
him from the ladder. Falling to the stone 
pavement, his head was cutopen. He will 
recover, however. The police believe that 
Wstrada reprosented a gang of pickpockets 
and thieves, and that his object in throwing 
the wire was to extinguish the electric 
lights and give his pals a chance to oper- 
ate. Whether that was so or not is not 
known, for he who could have told had had 
his lips burned to silence.—Mexico ** Tivo

Ita sights were new and strange to me ; its 
custoins worth studyiny ; but I took little 
interest in anything I saw. I was longing 
to be away in pursuit of Ceneri. 

I was not foolish enough to pester the 
ambassador and make inyself a nuisance, 
Believing he would do all he could, 1 wait- 
ed patiently and in silence until I received 
a letter asking me to cail at the embussy.

The exports of Canada forthe month of 
November, amounted to $10,931,522, of 
which $9,213,700 were goods the produce 
of Canada, $717,822 were the produce of 
other countries,and one million dollars was 
the export of coin and bullion.

The escort which accompanied that parti- 
cular gang of prisoners was under the com- 
mand of Captain Varlamoff, to whom his 
Excelloney would write a few lines which 
I should take with me—he would also give 
ine supplementary passport signed by 
himself, 

The Governor made a calculation. ‘Some- 
whero about Irkutsk,’ he thought. 

And Irkutsk two thousand miles, «more 
or less, from Tobolsk ! 

I bade the great man a grateful adieu 
and spurred ont such speed that eveu the 
wood-tempered Ivan began t6 grumble. 
Man, even a Russian, was but mortal, he 
said, and I could not expect to find Arab 
steeds among government post-horses which 
the postinasters were compolled to furnish 
at aboué twopence a mile a horee, 91 loft 
the yomschik and himself no time’ for re- 
freshinent. Their tea had not grown cvol 
enough to swallow before I was insisting 
ona frésh start. And as fora propor 
night’s rest ! 

Tea! Until I made that journey [never 
knew the amount of tea a mortal stomach 
could livid. Oné@and all they drank it by 
the gullon. They carried it about com- 
pressed tito bricks, cemented, I hoard with 
a shudder, by sheep’s of some other animal's 
blood. ‘They drank it morn, noon and 
night. Whenever there was a stoppage 
sud boiling water could be obtained buc- 
ketsful of tea wore made and poured down 
their throats. 

The impressions I retain of that long 
journey are not very deop. L was not tra- 
yersing the country for the sake of writing 
a book of travels, or to observe the nian- 
ners and customs of the poople.. My great 
object Was to overtake Coneri as quickly 
as possible, and my endeavors were direct- 
ed to passing from one posting station to 
another as swiftly as [ could. We sped 
over vast steppes, wild niarshes, through 
forests of birch, tall pities, oak, ash, and 
other trees ; we wore ferried over broad 
rivers, On and on we went as straight to 
our destination as the great post road would 
take us. When nature forced us to rest 
we had to put up with such pitiful accom- 
modation as we could get. Unless the place 
at which we stopped was of somo import- 
ance, inns were unknown. By dint of 
practice, I at last contrived to obtain al 
most enough sleop, if not to satisfy mo, to 
serve my needs, whilst jolting along in the 
tarantass. 

It was « monotonous journey. I turned 
aside to visit no objects of interest spoken 
of by travellers. From morn to night and 
generally through the greater part of the 
night our wheels rolled along tho road. 
And at every posting station | read on the 
wooden post which stands it tront of it the 
number of niles we were from St. Peters- 
burg, until, as the days and weeks passed, 
I began to fell appalled at the distance I 
had come and the distance I must roturn. 
Should I ever sew Pauline again? Who can 
say what may have happened before I yo- 
turn to Englaud? At times I grew quite 
dispirited. ° 


1 think what 1fide me realize the length 
of the journey even more than days or inea 
sured miles was to sce, as we went on, the 
country people gradually changing their 
costume and dialect. ‘The yemschiks who 
drove us changed in appearance and in na- 
tionality ; the very breed of the horses va- 
ried. But let man er cattle be of what kind 
they may, we were well and skilfully con- 
ducted. 

The weather was glorious, almost too 
glorious. ‘The cultivated country we pass- 
ed through looked thriving and produc- 
tive. Siberia was yery different in appoar- 
ance from what is usually associated with 
its name, Tho air when not too warm was 
simply delicious. Noveéy have 1 breathed 
& more invigorating and bracing atimos- 
phere. There were days when the broose 
seemed to send new life through every 
vein. 

The people | thought fairly honest, and 
whenever | found a noed of producing my
